capitol In his life the president cast In 
the lot of America unreservedly with 
the allies and declared for a war that 
must not end until the issue between 
autocracy and democracy has been 
fought out He recited our injuries at 
Germany's hands, but he did not rest 
our cause on those; he went on from 
that point to range us with the allies 
aa a factor in an irrepressible conflict 
between the autocrat and the people. 
He showed jthat peace was Impossible 
for the democracies of the world while 
this power remained on earth. "The 
world," he said, "must lie made safe 
for democracy." 


We had learned that the German au- 


tocracy could never be a friend of this 
country; she had been our enemy "while 
nominally our friend and evenrbefore 
the war of 1914 broke out. He called 
on us to take'our stand with the "de- 
mocracies in this irrepressible conflict 
with before our eyes., "the. wonderful 
and heartening'events that have been 
happening in. the last few weeks' in 
Bussia."

In fighting it we must not 
only raise an army and Increase the 
navy, but must aid the allies in all 
ways, financial and other, and so order 
our own preparations as not to inter- 
fere with the supply of munitions they 
are getting from us. 


Beady For Strife. 


This utterance found the nation 


ready. The position attained by Amer- 
ican manufacturers of explosives and 
other war materials, in supplying the 
entente allies and Uiclr ability to come 
promptly to the aid of the United 
States in the prosecution of war with 
Germany are shown in 4 compilation 
issued by the National City bank of 
Xew Tork contrasting the foreign trade 
of this country in tbe war period. Aug. 
1. 1014. to Feb. 1 last, with tbe pre- 
vious period, Feb. 1, 1912, to Aug. i; 
3914. 


The review made by the bank was 


prepared primarily for tbe purpose of 
showing the movement of foreign com- 
merce. That section of the report, 
however, relating to war shipments re- 
veals the potentialities within the Unlt- 
ed Stales for a complete supply of 
requisites for carrying on aggressive 
military operations. With many con- 
tracts from .foreign governments for 
shells and oilier war supplies expired 
or lessening in volume, American man- 
ufacturers are in an excellent position 
to meet tbc requirement of their own 
government

Women Are Also Welcomed In the 
Navy as Wireless and Telephone Op- 
erators—Pay Ranges From ?33 to $66 
• Month, Including Beard. 


What is a yeoman? How does one 


become* yeowoman? 


What is the remuneration for the 


wearing of such a title? 


Whtfte does one go when once one 


lias pinned it on—the title, not the re- 
fcuneratiou? 


Many young women are inquiring 


about doing yeoman service for the 
government. Commander John B. Pat- 
ton, U. S. N., of the Third district of 
the United States naval reserve and on 
the staff of Rear Admiral Usher, com- 
mandant of the New York navy yard, 
gave the following information: 


"The service of a yeoman, which may 


be undertaken by a man or woman, 
constitutes clerical work," said Com- 
mander Patton. 
"This includes ste- 


nography, typing and any of the sub- 
heads that come under the general 
bead of clerical work. 


"There are four classes—chief yeo- 


man, who receives $66 a month and 
board on sea or shore; first class, §44 
and board; second class, SSS.50 and 
board, and third class, $33. 


"The salaries vary according to the 


class of work demanded. A chief yeo- 
man must naturally be an expert. At 
present women as yeomen are not be- 
ing enrolled because of the press of 
other matters. Immediately it is de- 
cided to take applications notices will' 
be published through the newspapers." 


Examinations Required. 


"What examinations would have to 


be passed in order to qualify an appli- 
cant for yeomanry duty?" he was asked. 


"The usual examinations one would 


pat any applicant through who wished 
to do clerical work,?' he replied- "He 
or she 'would' be"'asked to take ^dicta- 
tion, give .an example of typing, etc. 
Theee examinations would be given in 
the nayy yard. The physical examina- 
tion of women would be given under 
the direction of the nurses at the navai 
hospital" . 


"In "what other lines can women en- 


roll la the naval reserve?" 


"As •wireless operators and telephone 


switchboard operators. In any of-these 
classes—yeomen, wireless or telephone 
operators—women would probably not 
go to sea, but would be detailed for 
shore duty. Certainly they would not 
go to sea at first" 


"What is the pay of a wireless teleg- 


rapher ?'. 


"A chief electrician gets S66 and 


board, first class operator S55 and 
board, second class $M and third class 
$33." 


"The observation has been 'made.'' 


Commander Patton was told, "that it 
would be a bit hard on a woman should 
she give Tip a regular position to learn 
wireless for the sake of her country 
and then find herself uncalled for and 
out of work." 


Can Collect Retainer. 


"There is, however, this feature of 


the problem," he answered, "that after 
she has taken her preparatory work 
she may take her three months' con- 
flnnatioii and, if She chooses to remain 
in the reserve, may for four years 
thereafter collect her retainer of two 
months' full pay annually without per- 
forming any service duriajr the remain- 
der of her enrollment if there is no war. 
In the event she is a chief operator she 
would receive $132 a year, you see." 


"How is this possible?" He was 


urged to be more specific. 


"Beeause," he said, "the same rule 


that applies to men applies to women. 
This covers yeomen, wireless operators 
or any class in the service of the Unit- 
ed States naval reserve Men are en- 
rolled for four years, bat in time of 
peace they may resign whenever they 
desire.

STRIKE DOT PARTS 


OF WILSON SPEECH 


Copenhagen. April 5.—The Ger- 


man public to the present time has 
had no opportunity to hear the full 
story of the reasons loading un ^o 
the entry of the United State* .:..o 
the war. as only condensed and ex- 
purgated veisions of President Wil- 
son's message appeared in German 
newspapers >esterday under headings 
indicating that this was virtually the 
complete text. A comparison of the 
tabloid version as received in Den- 
mark with that published in Ber- 
lin shows that the German censors' 
pencils had been vigorously employ- 
ed to strike out references to the 
conduct ol German 
agents, 
which 


constitutes one of the main items of 
President Wilson's indictment of the 
autocratic German government.

improper reading for Germans, nor

STRIKE OUT PARTS 


OF WILSON SPEECH 


Copenhagen, April 5.—The Ger- 


man public to the present time has 
had no opportunity to hear the full 
story of the reasons loading un «t> 
the entry of the United Stateb .:..o 
the war.' as cmlj condensed and ex- 
purgated versions of President Wil- 
son's message appeared in German 
newspapers > esterday under headings 
indicating that tins \\as virtually the 
complete text. A comparison of the 
tabloid version as received in Den- 
mark with that published in Ber- 
lin shows that the Geiman censors' 
pencils had been vigorously employ- 
ed to strike out references to the 
conduct of German 
agents, which 


constitutes one of the main items of 
President Wilson's indictment of the 
autocratic German government.

against the United States is deemed 
improper reading for Germans, nor 
are they allowed to hear President 
Wilson's reasons for the conviction 
that the autocratic German govern- 
ment has not only no friendship for 
America, but is ready at any oppor- 
tunity to plot against its security.
